T he year 2020 is going 
to be massive for the 
automotive industry. 
Not only is it the date we 
are due to see autonomous 
vehicles on our roads, it 
could also be the year 
BMW unchains this 
hydrogen-powered monster. 

The eDrive hydrogen fuel 
cell test vehicle, pictured 
here, is based on the current 

H^ootoday® 



i8 but features carbon-fibre 
bodywork to keep the weight 
down, a Mad Max-inspired 
aero kit, and favours hydrogen 
fuel cell stacks over the 
typical 1.5-litre, three-cylinder 
petrol engine. 

And if, like us, youVe 
uncontrollably salivating over 
the mad angular styling, you’ll 
be interested to know it’s not 
just for show. The gaping front 


end is designed to suck in 
oxygen so it can mix with 
hydrogen, stored in tanks that 
run along the centre of the car, 
to create lovely electricity. 

That juice then powers the 
electric motor, which develops 
243bhp, although it is said to 
be able to travel around 300 
miles on a single tank, with 
the only emissions from the 
tailpipes being water. Better 


still, there’s none of the 
waiting around associated 
with charging plug-in 
vehicles, as the hydrogen 
re-fuel time is slated at around 
five minutes. 

Unfortunately, it’s unlikely 
we’ll see the Dark Knight’s 
runaround on roads anytime 
soon. But hang on until 2020, 
and we’re pretty sure you won’t 
be disappointed. 









zoo was lucky enough to go 
behind the scenes at one of 
Mercedes’ top-secret testing 
facilities to learn about its 
upcoming E-Class. 

In true James Bond style, the 
latest incarnation will park itself, 
first discovering a space thanks to 
on-board cameras and sensors, 
and then guiding itself into a spot 
while the driver swipes a special 
smartphone app. 

That same smartphone can 
also use built-in near-field 
communication technology to 
lock and unlock the doors simply 
by holding it near the handles, 
while improved safety functions 
mean the car will now detect 
a smash and tighten the seatbelts 


in preparation or activate the 
belt-mounted airbags. 

Better still, the advanced 
sensors, radars and cameras are 
one step away from autonomous 
driving, meaning they are able to 
detect traffic jams and apply the 
brakes should you nod off behind 
the wheel. 

Drivers can also slip on the 
cruise control and the car will 
keep in lane - even if road 
markings have worn away - 
and keep up with any stop/start 
traffic further ahead. 

You have to keep your hands 
on the wheel for the time being, 
but don’t be surprised if your 
Mercedes does the driving in 
the near future.
